HE FALL OF 1894 brought many surprises to the grower of Specimen Chrysanthemum Blooms, and 
instead of the surprise coming along the line of disappointment, it was quite the reverse, for in no year 
since Mums have been distributed has there been so large a percentage of novelties that have proved 
first-class in every respect, and that have in the first season taken highest rank and proved themselves indis- 


pensable for exhibition and for first-class cut bloom. 


We hope that our descriptions are sufficiently plain to indicate the exact position of each variety. 


The 


heights given are for plants denched in June, and grown under a liberal treatment; of course, if planted earlier 


they will run up much higher. 


In regard to the bud which we advise taken, the early crown will gain for us somewhat in time, will 
stiffen the stem and fill the bloom, but always at a greater or less sacrifice of foliage; where not necessary to 
grow to a given time, in the majority of cases the terminal bud may be selected. 
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A FEW CULTURAL NOTES. 


See that your drainage is ample. 

We advise bench planting in 5 inches of good soil, 
much like that used for Roses. 

Give food and water sparingly until free growth has 
started; treat liberally when once in full growth. 

A circulation of pure air is absolutely necessary. 
Shade lightly in Summer. 


Try a little charcoal in soil for varieties that burn 
readily. 

After the flower buds are set, gradually withhold 
stimulants, and again look carefully to the matter of 
watering. Keep the air pure and dry—the walks dry 


and clean — this is essential.
